Factor." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 4-1 1 and 17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed subject 

matter in claims 4-1 1 and 1 7 is allowable because the arts of record fail to teach or fairly 

suggest the claimed "a communication apparatus (claimed method in claim 17) 

comprising: a controlling unit for controlling assignment of channelization codes for a 

data channel and a control channel at the I side and the Q side multiplexed by the IQ 

multiplexing unit; wherein the controlling unit comprises: 

a code assigning unit by factor for, based on a size of a factor that is multiplied 

to the data channel and the control channel by the IQ multiplexing unit, assigning a first 

channelization code to a data channel of which the factor is large; and 

a remaining code assigning unit for assigning a second channelization code 

being different from the first channelization code to a data channel to which no 

channelization code has been assigned by the code assigning unit by factor; and in 

combination with each and every claimed limitations in claims 4 and 17." See controller 

in figure 9 and 10 and corresponding disclosure having channel assignment module 

according to the gain factor.
